Rub y ' n ad the gun with him on Friday night. He states Howard advised that 
Ruby did have the gun at that tine. According to Mr. Hudkins, Kbvmrd later adnitt 
that fco a reporter on the Houston Post by long distance from Dallas. Kr. Eudfcir 
v;as talking to the Houston Post in Houston and asked Mr. Howard to verify that 
statement directly to his paper, which Mr. Howard did. 


Kr. Kudlcins stated tnat o; Friday night, November 22, near the police assembly, 
room wh ile Oswald was being taken for show-up*- fco talked tto Chief*' Curry of the 
Dallas Police Department, who was worried about Oswald's security. He states that 
at that tine no observed many persons there who wore not reporters, several of 
whom were attorneys and one* he noted, was a runner for a boa .van and is an ew-convi 
He could not recall the runner's name. 

Kr. Kudlcins advised that he has known Ruby for quite some time as he 1 was active as 
a judge at fights and that Ruby usually appeared at the fights, sitting in the front 
raw. He has seen him on many occasions at fights and at other public gatherings- 
He stated it was common knowledge that Ruby went armed. \* 

Mr. Kudlcins and his staff are still actively running out leads which he states arc 
being called in to the Houston Post. He agreed to advise this office' of ary 
information which he considers oertinent.
